She must serve the highest 
bidder in return for food and lodging and a 
shelter when her baby should be born. The 
people among whom the heroine, Mary 
Litt, lives are smuggling folk, and Mr. 
Denwood’s account of the fierce feuds be- 
tween the smugglers and the Excise officials 
makes exciting reading. The dialéct is by no 
means as difficult as it appears at first sight, 
and the humour and pathos of the situations 
are ably handled.

HE unfinished portrait of Allison 
McGregor, wife of a minister in an 
isolated Highland parish one hundred 


years ago, provides Miss Janet Beith with a 


prologue for her extremely poignant and 
simply-told story. Allison’s portrait radiates 
happiness, but the McGregor clan will tell 
you ‘of the terrible conditions under which 
she lived with her dour, but affectionate, 
husband in the little village of Glencoe. Miss 
Beith guesses the secret of the portrait and 
of its unfinished condition. The story of a 
lonely girl with a pre-occupied husband, to 
whom romatice offers a glimpse and then re- 
treats, is conventional. , too, is the back- 
ground of bleak. gp ves and ruthless toil 
which Miss Beith develops so thoroughly. 
The dour minister who loves his children, 
but chastens them, is no less ordinary. Yet 
few will question the judgment of the Eng- 
lish and American critics who una?imously 
awarded the twenty thousand dollar prize for 
a first novel to Miss Beith. Her Allison 
McGregor is alive. It is impossible not to 
believe in her existence, impossible to re- 
main unstirred by her tragedy, impossible 
not to be translated with her into the past 
with its grim background and its stark 
reality. 

It is difficult to estimate on a first reading 
exactly how good Sholem Asch’s greatly- 
planned trilogy is. It was originally written 
im Yiddish, and has been admirably translated 
by Edwin and Willa Muir. It is the story 
of the son of a wealthy Russian Jew in 
Petersburg, who develops a disgust for his 
bourgeois life under the old régime and goes 
to work among his own people in Warsaw. 
He becomes interested in the Bolshevist move- 
ment, but, like many other idealists, loses 
his enthusiasm after the rise to power of the 
revolutionaries. The picture of Moscow at 
the time of the Bolshevist accession is one of 
the finest things in a work of enormous 
breadth and vision. Zachary Mirkin 3s. 
however, a lamentably sorry figure for the 
hero of an epic tale. The canvas seems too 
great in comparison, and one feels justified 
in expecting a more outstanding, a more re- 
presentative character to occupy the central 
position. Rachael-Leah is a more satis- 
factory figure, and, in the study of this 
woman, as well as in his picture of the war, 
Mr. Asch has achieved sufficient to attract 
attention and praise.

It is generally considered in this country

Un- 
fortunately, difficulty was experienced in 


obtaining international consent to many ol 
the provisions of the Convention, and conse- 
quently they could not be made as straight- 


forward and compiete as was properly desired 
here. Experience further shows that there is 
still further trouble m getting these provi- 
sions carried out, thus adding to the com- 
petitive burdens of the British shipowner. It 
is to be feared that this will prove an obstacle 


in ultimately making the Convention require- | 


ments what they stould be. 
INGENIOUS INVENTION. 


It is not, perhaps, surprising that, in the 


circumstances, a large number of schemes 


have been brought forward for pred agg min 
and extinction of fires on shipboard. Among 
these is an ingenious one devised by Dr. John 
Tutin, who is well known in connection with 
his excellent educational work at Sunderland, 
and his steam-lined rudder. The inventor de- 
scribes his proposal as a “ floodable fire 
screen,” to be situated approximately amid. 
ships. Two complete steel bulkheads are to 
be fitted, spaced about 18in. apart, extending 
from the inner bottom to about 8ft. above the 
top of the supér-structure. ‘This firescreen 1s 
to be made watertight, and readily floodable, 
and it is considered that any outbreak of fire 
can by means of it be confined to one half of 
the vessel, al] passengers being concentrated 
in the immune part. 

Dr. Tutin’s floodable firescreen appears to 
be a form of the device known by the time- 
honoured name of cofferdam. Cofferdams are 
essential in oil tankers to prevent explosion 
and fire, and for a good many years have 
been provided in ordinary passenger and 
cargo vessels to obviate the contamination of 
drinking and feed water. Latterly it has 
been found necessary entirely to separate deep 
oil-fuel tanks from adjacent refrigerated cargo 
holds by means of cofferdams; an example of 
the necessity of this was furnished when an 
entire cargo of butter was contaminated and 
ruined by the fumes from a small spray of 
oil fuel, which had leaked through under 
pressure from a neighbouring tank. 

The usual length of a cofferdam between 
the two bulkheads is three feet, which is the 
minimum required by Lloyd's Rules, and 
even with this they are difficult to construct 
and maintain. On account of the trouble ex- 
perienced in ventilating and cleaning them, 
they are a bugbear to shipowners because of 
their rapid wastage and deterioration. Dr. 
Tutin’s proposed length of eighteen inches is 


very small, especially in such large vessels 


as those under consideration, where heavy 
plating and stiffening are required to with- 


stand the water pressure, particularly at’ the 


lower parts. The length proposed would 


make it difficult for effiment workmanship to 


be carried out, even if the men could be in- 
duced to enter such confined spaces. 


The floodable firescréen would, moreover, 
not be complete, because at each deck. in 
way of the alleyways, at the most dangerous 
parts, there would be pairs of large double 
doors, the space between which it is net pro- 
posed to flood, Pr. Tutin, perhaps rather un- 
duly, belittles the efficacy of the present 
ordinary insulated firescreen balkheads. Cases 
where they may hitherto have proved not 
satisfactory only show that their: construction 
and arrangement should be made more fire- 
— and progress might well be on these 
ines. Their abandonment would be a very 
retrograde step. Even assuming for a 
moment that they cannot be made efficient, 
it would not be enough to propose to replace 
them by one cofferdam only, which might 
allow one-half of the ship to be burned out, 
with the possibility of the majority of the 
m5 ge and crew being trapped on the

INTERESTING FISH AND 


PLANTS. 


—-€-— 
COLLECTIONS MADE ON 
TOURS. 


A number of valuable specimens have been 


added to the Natura History Museum, 
London, during the four months recess ol 
the Trustees, as the result of a cruise made 
by Mr. F. C. Fraser, an Assistant Keeper in 
the Department of Zoology, who was invited 
to accompany Colonel E. 1. Peel in his yacht 
to the north of Scotland, the Shetland Isles 
and the Farées during July. 


Mr. Fraser was able to make many obser- 


vations on living dolphins and porpoises, and 
to secure some excellent photographs, which 
will be displayed in the new Whale Hall. 
Several dolphins were shot with a small 
harpoon gun lent by the Discovery Com 
mittee. and casts and skeletons of three 
dolphins sent to the Museum are now 1m pre- 
paration. Young birds and eggs were coi- 
lected on the Farée and Shetiand Islands, 
among them a young Arctic Skua, which 
was specially desir ! 
Trout were also collected in the Faroes, trom 
which no specimen had previously been in 
the Museum collection. 


for the collection. 


An assistant keeper from the Department of 


Botany, Mr. Geoffrey Tandy, paid a second 
visit to the Tortugas, in Florida, during the 
summer, and added many interesting species 
to the seaweeds he collected from the same 
district in 1931. The most important feature 
of the present collection is a series of speci- 
mens which show the extraordinary effect of 
environmental conditions on growth-forms. By 
transplanting seaweeds to different conditions 
Mr. Tandy was able to throw considerable 
light upon the constitution of a species in a 
given organism. So remarkable was the 
extent of variation in many cases that 1t was 
dificult to believe that the investigator was 
not dealing with quite a different object, and 
not with the same seaweed upon a different 
background. Specimens of material were 
brought back from the Sargasso Sea, consist- 
ing of plants, fish, flat-worms, molluscs, crabs 
aud other creatures which will allow of a 
display being arranged in the Museum to 
controvert the common belief that the delicate 
Sargasso plants form a kind of dense marine 
undergrowth.

ELECTRICAL ENGINEERS’ 
INQUIRY. 


A short time ago the Council of the Institu- 


tion of Electrical Engineers appointed a com 
mittee, representative of all the interests m- 
volved, for the purpose of considering the 
question of the interference with broadcast 
reception, which arises from the operation of 
other electrical plant, states Hugmneering. 
This committee, in turn, appointed four sub- 
committees to deal respectively with domestic 
apparatus, including refrigerators, fans and 
vacuum cleaners; larger plant, such as gene- 
rators, motors, lifts and rectifiers; traction 
and automobiles, and aircraft 


In considering their particular problem 


each sub-committee has investigated both 
possible means of prevention and the cost of 
adopting them, ma 

that the results indicate that suppression of 
the annoyance complained of could be effected 
without any great expense by incorporating 
appropriate devices in the appliances them 
selves. This is particularly true of domestic 
equipment.

Consideration was also given 
to the possibility of international action on 
the question of electrical equipment embody- 
ing suppression devices, and arrangements 
were made for a British National Committee 
to be set up to consider this question.

MORE CONCESSIONS FOR 
TOURISTS. 


Ever ready with its efforts to serve motor- 
ing. the Automobile Association has been 
conducting an energetic campaign in an 
endeavour to secure exemption from the pay- 
ment of tax on motor vehicies for the Irish 
motorist touring abroad. 

It may not be known to the average 
motorist in the Free State that every en- 
couragement is given by the Government to 
tourists visiting this country, by exempting 
them from payment of the ordinary tax for a 
period of ninety days. A number of con- 
tinental countries grant certain concessions to 
motorists visiting their territories, and recent 
additions to the list are Austria and 
Lithuania. who have come into line as a 
result of the negotiations conducted by the 
Automobile Association. 

The period of exemption granted to Irish 
motorists visiting Austria and Lithuania is 
on the reciprocal basis of ninety days.

SICK AND INDIGENT 
ROOMKEEPERS’ SOCIETY. 


- 


The annual report of the Sick and Indigent 
Roomkeepers’ Society fo: 1932 draws atten- 
tion to the remarkable progress of the 
Society's activities since its foundation in 
1790. In the first year, it is stated, the 
total receipts were £17, but since then its 
resources have increased to the present aver- 
age of £4,000 per annum, and the results to 
the deserving poor have been in proportion. 
As the city has grown the demands on the 
Society have correspondingly increased. In 
1790, 129 families, consist‘ug of 516 persons, 
were relieved, but in the year 1 the 
Society visited and assisted 4,62/ families, 
consisting of 20,445 persons, at a cost of 
£2,848 2s. 6d. 

The Society, it is stated, has never departed 
from the principles of its early years. Assist- 
ance 1s given to those who are impoverished, 
but who shrink from parading their con- 
dition, or from seeking the more conspicuous 
agencies of relief, eople of all denomina- 
tions are assisted Many cases are annually 
orought to the notice of the Society, and 
investigation of the circumstances is made 
by a staff of voluntary visitors. 

The report concludes by thanking the bene 
factors of the Socrety for their continued 
generosity, and appeals for a continuance of 
ee support. As stated, the expenditure on 

hef during the last year amounted to 
£2,848 2s. ód. and other expenses bring the 
figure up to £4.044 18s. 7d. The receipts 
were £4,801 7s. 5d.. which includes £678 18s 
8d. from the annual charity sermon; £2,551 
from dividends and rents derivable from be- 
quests; £129 17s. 9d. from rents, and £662 
10s. from uests. 

The annual charity sermon on behalf of 
the Society will be preached to-morrow by 
the Rev. Albert Kelly, U.S.S.R., in the Pro 
Cathedral, Marlborough street. Dublin, and 
collections will be made in all Roman Catho!i:

With regard to fruit-growing in Ireland, a 
correspondent in County Galway writes :— 
“ JM makes me feel quite ill to read all that, 
is said about it in the /rish T'rmes and other 
papers. it 1s perfectly true we could grow 
splendid upples and pears, but what is the 
use when they are all stolen before being fit 
for market ? 

“ Could you bring before the Department 
of Agriculture some plan of compulsory 
apple-growing by which every farmer would 
have to grow one or two apple trees at least? 
Then they might not want to steal. Three 
times our Ean so was raided this vear, and 
we are left with not more than two stones 
of apples for our winter supply, and not one 
to sell, while, of all our pears, we only got 
eight. i 

'“ There are some apple trees which were 
planted ten years ago, and we have never 
tasted the apples. It is almost impossible 
to grow fruit in the country parts—at any 
rate, in the West—and it would be a most 
profitable business if the Department of 
Agriculture could make all farmers grow 
some fruit. so that they may: not steal all 
from their neighbours.” 

While th.s complaint is somewhat ex- 
aggerated, there is no doubt that the idea! 
remedy for the all-too-common practice of 
orchard-robbing would be to increase fruit 
production to such an extent that people 
would not think it worth their while to steal. 
In the opinion of many fruit-growers, the 
practice could be stopped if heavier penalties 
were inflicted on those who deprive the 
rightful owners of their fruit crops. It is 
suggested by some that, in favoured situa- 
tions fruit trees should be planted along the 
country roadways, as on the Continent. 

During the coming season the Department 
of Agriculture will imaugurate a scheme for 
the extension of fruit-growing by means of 
which growers will be assisted not only in 
the purchase, but also in the management of 
their fruit trees. This scheme is being 


operated through the various county agricul- 


tural-committees by the instructors in horti- 
culture, and if it does not prove successful, 
it is not for want of good intention on the 
part of the Department of A riculture. 

Ove advantage of such a scheme is that it 
is likely to make every farmer who grows 
fruit keener in preventing the activities of 
raiders. 

As a leading County Dublin fruit-grower 
remarked recently, what is needed in the 
community is more public spirit in bringing 
offenders to justice. Far too many people 
regard apple-stealing as a very minor 
offence, and until they are convinced of the 
contrary the trouble will continue, and fruit- 
growers will suffer heavy losses. 


DELUSIVE. WARSHIP 
SPEEDS. 


FRANCE AND ** WASHINGTON 
DISPLACEMENT.” 


For some years the private contractors in 
France’ who specialise in the construction of 
destroyers and flotilla leaders have been 
getting a magnificent advertisement, particu- 
larly valuable when the minor Powers are 


‘ordering naval material, from the published 


trial speeds of their new ships which have 
logged repeated world records 

Some shipbuilders and marie engineers in 
other countries have maintained that these 
records have been made under conditions 
which bear little resemblance to active 


on trials which show that the guns are not 
yet mounted and that the ships are obviously 
in light condition. This, it may be said, is 
due to the fable of ' Washington ¢isplace- 
ment’’ which has been it -roduced by the 
Disarmament conferences to complicate 
further the very confused issue of naval 
design. 

As a ship cannot run witliout oil or teed 
water, the Washington displacement is 
obtained by dispensing with a similar weight 
of artillery, and so on. 

But an interesting report is to hand, from 
a French source which is usually particularly 
well informed, concerning the real speed of 
the Cassard, which maintained a trial speed 
of 43.4 knots for an hour. In consequence of 
the widespread criticism of the trials she was 
ordered, after she had joined the Mediter- 
ranean fleet, to run a full-speed trial with 
all weights on board, her displacement being 
2,700 tons avainst the ‘‘ Washington ' 2,441, 
and it is interesting to note that she actually 
touched the speed of 43.4 knots, which she 
maintained for an hour on trial, says “ Ship- 
building and Shipping Record.”

An export bounty on horses exported to Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland at the rate of 10 per cent. of the value of the animal 
as assessed after export for British Customs duty, subject to a 
maximum bounty of £100 in respect of any one horse. 
will not be granted in respect of any horse the value of which for 
British Customs duty is assessed at less than £10. | 


CATTLE. 


An export bounty of 35s. per head on all cattle assessed after 
export for tariff purposes as being 2 years old and upwards. 


An export bounty of 20s. per head on all cattle assessed after 
export for tariff purposes as being 6 months old and under 2 years. 


DEAD POULTRY. 
An export bounty of 3d. per lb. on turkeys. 
An export bounty of 2d. per lb. on guinea fowl.

TO BE PAID FOR IN TAXATION. 


The announcement of a 10 per cent. 
bounty on horses exported from the Free 
State did not arouse any enthusiasm 
among the exporters with whom I dis- 
cussed the matter last night. ‘‘ Not worth [ 
a button’’ was the expressive phrase 
which one of them used when told of the

-Minister’s decision. 


“What we want,” he said, “is a re- 
mission of the 40 per cent. duties imposed 
on horses going into Great Britain. This 
bounty of 10 per cent. will reduce the 
duties to.30 per cent., but no trade can 
stand up against that. We have to pay 
our share of the bounty in taxation here. 
We did not ask for the bounty, and in 
any case it will do no good. ' 

Another exporter pointed out that the 
trade has already gone beyond recovery. 
A few years ago it- amounted to nearly 
£2.000,000.in the year; now it is hardly 
£300,000. All the best stallions have 
already left the country. Soldennis, Strat- 
ford and Blandford left some time ago. 
Now Trigo has gone. Production, he said, 
has almost ceased, and this 10 per cent. 
bounty can do nothing to stop the down- 
ward trend, particularly as we have to pay 
it ourselves. 


CATTLE BOUNTY. 


“ As far as I can see, it is not going 
to make much difference. It is merely a 
simplification.’? This was the opinion of a 
well-known Dublin cattle salesman when 
interviewed last night concerning the new

cattle bounties. These new bounties 
worked out much the same as previously.

Mr. Lavery, K.C., for the United 
Ireland Party, applied to the Military 
Tribunal at their sitting in Dublin yester- 
day for an order rescinding their previous 
order closing for six months the premises 
in Parnell square, Dublin, which had 
been used as headquarters of the National 
Guard. He stated that there was only 
one party interested in these premises 
now—the United Ireland Party—and it 
was safe for the Tribunal to assume that 
Mr. William Cosgrave, T.D., and Mr. J. 
Dillon, T.D., were responsible citizens, who 
should not be denied the use of their 
property. He moved on an affidavit of 
Mr. Dillon’s, and was very much surprised 
that there was any opposition. 

For the Attorney-General of the Free 
State, who opposed the application, Mr. 
Gavan Duffy, K.C., said that, if the 
United Ireland Party was a_ purely 
political one, the Attorney-General would 
be the first to recommend that the applica- 
tion be granted. He was not satisfied, 
however, on this point, and believed that 
some of its adherents were in a seml- 
military organisation. The applicants 
should prove their bona fides as a political 
organisation by producing the documents 
connected with it. 

Mr. Lavery agreed to produce any 
specific documents mentioned by Mr. 
Gavan Duffy, but said that his clients 
certainly would not produce all the docu- 
ments. 

The hearing of the application was ad- 
journed to allow Mr. Lavery to produce 
such documents as the Attorney-General 
might specify.

HE balancing of the French Budget 
and the stabilisation of French 
finance are to be the keystones of the new 
Government’s policy, which was announced 
by M. Sarraut, the Premier, in the 
Chamber this afternoon. 
M. -Sarraut enumerated the Govern- 
ment’s programme as follows :— 
Substantial economies of immediate 
efiect—by means of rational administra- 
tive reform ; v 
2—War on tax-dodgers ; 
3—Alleviation of excessive taxation in 
order to lower production costs and stimu- 
late the economic activity of the country ; 
4—A great scheme of public works, and, 
particularly, the development of motor 
transport ; 
5—Protection of French industry, con- 
tinuation of the quota system with no 
preferential treatment to other countries 
except for a quid pro quo; 
6—Development of French 
markets 


LOCARNO PLEDGE, 


Continuity of policy, respect of con- 
tractual obligations, and international 
collaboration will be the Government’s 
precepts in the sphere of foreign affairs. 
As to disarmament, the work begun on 
the basis of agreement with Great Britain 
will be continued. 

M. Sarraut’s declaration was marked by 
a specially friendly reference to Great 
Britain. 

““ Great Britain, after having so nobly 
shared all our trials, has just confirmed, 
through the lips of one of her . most 
eminent statesmen, with the explicit 
endorsement of her Cabinet, the present 
reality and vitality of the Locarno agree- 
ment.’’ 

The Premier also singled out Italy, the 
United States, Belgium, Poland, and the 
Little Entente for ‘‘honourable mention ”’ 
in foreign affairs. 
Notable passages

“ The Government will stake its destiny 
in a few days on its primary effort in 
Budgetary reconstruction. 

‘‘ Perhaps one day soon the nations will 
resume the attempt. made at the London 
Conference.

“France possesses in her: overseas 
dominions the only market entirely faithful 
to her. Provided she increases the materia] 
and moral well-being of her millions of 
coloured brothers, she should find there an 
immense reserve of consumers for her in- 
dustrial and agricultural products.’’ 

The reaction of the Chamber to the 
declaration was evidence that the Premier 
will have to do some expert tight-rope 
walking if he is to survive the forthcoming 
critical debates on finance and foreign 
affairs. 
The Government's financial programme 
was cheered by Radicals, Centre and part 
of the Right, while the Socialists remained 
mute; whereas, when it came to the pas- 
sages on foreign affairs, the Right and 
Centre were dumb, and only Radical and 
Socialists applauded. 

The debate was opened by M. Berger, 
Left Independent and former private 
secretary to M. Herriot at the Quai d’Orsay. 
M. Berger launched a biting attack on 
the Government, its formation, its policy, 
and the political personality of its chief as 
tending to be reactionary.

OBLIGATIONS OF 
PEACE. 


The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
says:—Mr. Anthony Eden did the electors 
of Skipton the compliment of putting 
before them last night a serious and well- 
thought-out defence ef the Government’s 
policies of Locarno and disarmament. He 
stated clearly the obligations of the 
Locarno .Treaty. It is a five-Power 
instrument guaranteeing the western 
boundaries of Germany, and it rendered, 
and still renders, an immense service to 
the cause of peace by establishing the 
voluntary acceptance by Germany of a 
great and important part of the Treaty of 
Versailles. Its achievement was a triumph 
of British diplomacy, and the maintenance 
of its essential terms is still the strongest 
deterrent of war in Western Europe. It 
cannot commit this country to active 
intervention except with its own deliberate 
assent. In doubtful cases the Council of 
the League has to take a unanimous 
decision, and Great Britain is a per- 
mament member of the Council. 

In case of a “ flagrant violation” of 
the Treaty Great Britain is, indeed. 
bound to go to the help of the attacked 
party—but only if she is herself satisfied 
that the attack was unprovoked. “ We are 


the sole judges,” said Mr. Eden, 
“whether this obligation becomes ap- 
plicable.” It may reasonably be argued 


that the Treaty of Locarno—like most 
other treaties—should have been made re- 
newable at regular intervals, and that it 
may become advisable to get it modified 
in certain details ; but, as Mr. Eden said. 
Great Britain is still a great Powor, and 
has the responsibilities of a great Power 
in Europe as elsewhere. We shall merely 
lose our credit and our influence if we 
develop “ craven fears of being great.”

From the point of view of spectators 
and newspapers the dismissal of the Bul- 
garian prisoner Dimitroff, who was once 
again ejected from the Reichstag fire trial 
this morning, will prove something of a 
disappointment. The reason is that 
General Goering, Hitler’s right-hand man 
and staunch supporter, is due to appear 
as a witness to-morrow unless important 
business intervenes, Reuter’s Correspon- 
dent learns. 

Dimitroff, noted for his” embarrassing 
questions, had probably been saving some 
specially for the General. 

Dimitroff’s expulsion this morning was 
not as the result of “ insults’’ to Nazis 
or court officials, but because of a minor 
taunt to the prosecution. 

Thus the Supreme Court relieved itself 
of his presence until next Tuesday. 

General Goering is expected to defend 
himself against the accusations of “' the 
Brown Book ” and the foreign Press. He 
is also understood to be going to give his 
version of the political situation at the 
time of the Reichstag fire. 

The absence of Dimitroff will cause the 
occasion to lose much of its interest unless 
it should be decided to raise the ban for 
this occasion. | 

On one occasion Dimitroff asked a wit- 
ness, ‘‘ When did the so-called National 
Revolution begin?” The President re- 
jected the question, and the prisoner was 
heard to mutter, “I shall ask Goering 
that.’’

TEPS for the development of industrial 
organisation in the Free State, in- 
cluding the adoption of measures similar 
to those now in operation in the United 
States, were foreshadowed by Mr. Sean 
Lemass, Minister for Industry and Com- 
merece, in an address at Wynn’s Hotel, 
Dublin, last night to the Wolfe Tone 
(Trinity College) Branch of Fianna Fail. 


Mr. H. Nicholls presided over an 
attendance of rather more than one 
hundred. 


Speaking of the possibilities of indus- 
trial development in the Free State, Mr. 
Lemass said that they were so great that 
one was almost frightened when trying to 
formulate plans for their achievement. 
Going on to point out that, in the 
Government’s programme, considerations 
of securing foreign markets had had to 
take second place to the task of achieving 
self-sufficiency so far as it could be 
secured, he said that the size of the 
market available narrowed the latter task 
to some extent. Some commodities, which 
under modern conditions could only be 
economically produced in large quantities, 
These, however, 
were very few. 

Mr. Lemass criticised those who wera 
inclined to scoff at the suggestion that 
foreign markets could be secured for Irish 
goods, and declared that because of tha 
Free State’s adverse balance of trade with 
virtually every country it was in a position 
to bargain with other nations to secure 
sales for its products where the products 
of other countries would not be admitted. 
‘ International trade,’’ he said, “ must 
be on a reciprocal basis, and in the long 
run we must endeavour to trade with those 
countries which are prepared to take our 
commodities in return.’’ 

Foreign markets at present would be 
primarily for agricultural products, but 
there was no reason why the industrial 
market should not be extended. | 


QUESTION OF CAPITAL. 


Dealing with the question of capital, he. 
pointed out that the Free State was a 
creditor country. The amount of foreign 
investments held in this country was 
probably as heavy in proportion to popula- 
tion as in any country in the world. Some 
time ago the total was estimated at not 
less than £200,000,000. Despite this fact, 
it was noticed that very little Irish capital 
was available for investment in Irish 
industry. 

Some [rish concerns that attempted to 
| get capital by public issues of shares were 
j}unsuccessful. In order to remedy that 
| situation, which arose out of the industrial 
| history of the country on the one hand, 
land the necessarily small size of its 
| industrial ventures on the other, the 
Government had adopted two devices—the 
amendment and extension of the Trade 
Loans Act and the establishment of an 
Investment Corporation. The creation of 
that Corporation had’ bridged a gap that 
always existed in the Free State’s economic 
organisation. 

Going on to speak of raw materials, he 
said that the assumption that this country 
was deficient in the raw materials of 
industry was not true, and in so far as 
any deficiency did exist, the Free State 
was in no different position from any of 
the great industrial countries. In regard 
to the Government’s policy of decentral- 
yising industry, he said that it was unde- 
sirable to develop the type of industry 
which had grown up in other countries, 
breeding slums and all the degradation of 
slum life. 

“ It is quite true,” he continued, “ that 
if we are to succeed in that policy of 
decentralisation, wider powers will have to 
be taken or greater inducements held out 
to industrialists to get them to conform 
with Government policy. We are fortu- 
| nate in one sense—that we have been late 
in the industrial race, because elsewhere 
industrial development has taken an. 
undesirable form.’’ 


SOME DEFECTS, 

One of the great problems, said Mr. 
Lemass, was that of securing skilled 
workers. The majority of our unemployed 
workers were unskilled. He did not think 
that anyone could maintain that the pre- 
sent system of technical education was 
satisfactory. 

__, One of the big problems,” he declared, 
is the reorganisation of our technical 
education system in order to bring it more 
into line with industry. Persons skilled 
in accountancy and managemegt must also 
be got. The majority of the people who 
go to our universities appear to prefer the 
professions. We turn out doctors, lawyers 
and dentists in much greater numbers 
than we need, but we are not turning out 
enough people qualified in the sciences of 
industry. I suggest to people entering 
our universities that they should take 
those courses which will fit them for in- 
dustries rather than for professions. 

‘' There is another defect, and that is 
that there is no easy road from our univer- 
sities to our industries. People who have 
taken university degrees find it difficult to 
secure openings for their abilities. I 
would suggest that the members of ths 
Cumann consider that and furnish us with 
the benefit of their advice.” 

Mr. Lemass went on to say that the 
technological developments that had taken 
place in recent years had not only dis- 
placed large numbers of workers, but had 
also changed the type of worker engaged 
in industrial iecubastben: Where one 
hundred craftsmen were formerly engaged, 
one juvenile, or woman, now achieved the 
same amount of production by tending a 
machine. ‘It is difficult to know what is 
the right course to adopt in regard to that 
tendency,” he said. í 

“ No intelligent person would say that 
the machine should be scrapped. It is 
true that in other countries they are 
apparently taking that line. In Germany 
decrees have been issued limiting the 
amount of production permitted to each 
machine in the glass and tobacco indus- 
tries. Action of that kind may produce 
an immediate effect, but I am not con- 
vinced that it offers a permanent 
solution.’’ 

One of the tendencies they had to face 
was that of employers to get a competitive 
advantage by employing cheaper grades of 
labour than were formerly employed. That 
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had reached such a stage that to those 


the Government would have to take 
serious note of it. 

In order to prevent such development 
and to secure that the available employ- 
ment -is distributed among those best 
Suited for it,” he said, “it will be 
necessary to revise our factory legisla- 
tion to secure that adult men may get 
preference for all industrial processes to 
which they are obviously suited. ~ Jn 
some industries female labour has always 

en employed, and is obviously more 
Suitable. It will not be proposed to in- 
terfere with them. We will try.to limit 
as much as possible the necessity for in- 
cee with existing organisation, but 
we will take steps to prevent future or- 


 ganisation going in the wrong direction.” 


THE AMERICAN PLAN. 


After referring to the many proposals” 


that had been made in recent years for 
limiting by legislation the hours that 
must be worked in industry, Mr. Lemass 
recalled that recently one of the largest 
employers in the Free State advocated 
such a course as the only solution for un- 
employment, and that the managing 
lirector of one of the largest combinations 
in Great Britain recently expressed the 
game view, while at the International 


- Labour Office this year proposals from the

There were persons who urged, with 
some logic, that 1t was difficult for one 
country to move in that direction by 
itseif, and that only international action 
could achieve beneficial results. 1t was, 
apparently, such a consideration that in- 
duced the Italian Government to make 
their recommendation, instead of giving 
the rest of the world an example, 

Since then, however. the American 
nation had taken action in that direction. 
It was, of course, easier for them to act 
In a matter of that kind than for the 
Free State. 

'“ Nevertheless,’’ said Mr. Lemass, “we 
must move in the same direction. It is 
important that we make no mistakes, be- 
cause mistakes would do damage that it 
would take a long time to. repair. What- 
ever action we take must be taken after 
consultation with those engaged in the 
industries in which it is proposed to 
but the genera] plan 
will be somewhat similar to that pro 
posed by the Italian Government, and now 


being experimented with by the American 


Government.”’ 


HOURS AND WAGES. 


Referring to the fact that the pro- 
ductive ability of workers had greatly in- 
creased, without any increase in the yene- 
ral Jeisure, Mr. Lemass said that having 
no work was not necessarily a curse. It 
was only a curse when it also meant 
poverty. “When one considers the 
problems associated with any general con- 
traction of hours of work,” he went on. 
‘one comes at once to the cardinal point 
of whether that contraction is also to 
mean a contraction in the weekly wage. 
Tt is quite clear that it must not. 

“ Consequently, we have the prospect of 
increased costs. It could be argued that 
costs might increase to a point at which 
consumption would be diminished, and 
that consequently there would be no gain 
in employment, but merely a diminution 
of production. Personally, I do not think 
such would be the case. but that is an 
obvious danger to be guarded against. It 
will be necessary to proceed cautiously. 
experimenting every inch of the ground 
so that we shall be able to build aright.’’ 

Proceeding. the Minister said that at 
present the Free State had no problem 
which would entail reculation of produc- 
tion, as in the United-States, but that, nu 
doubt. a stage would be reached when the 
Free State would produce more than it 
could consume, and at that stage it might 
he necessary to institute such reculation. 
““We have a production problem in 
relation to some agricultural com- 
modities,”’ he continued," and it has been 
necessarv for the State to interfere, either 
tu regulate production or to take control 
of marketing. When we consider the 
problem of foreign marketing we realise 


that our existing organisation is very 
defective indeed, though it is true that 
some industries have foreign marketing

organisations working satisfactorily. 
NEED FOR TRADE 
ORGANISATION. 


World trade, he said. was going back 
to a system of barter. 
for temporary’ international agreements, 
based on the exchange of definite classes 
of goods. If the Free State was able to 
influence the placing of a contract for the 
manufacture of beet sugar, it endeavoured 
to get in return more favoured conditions 
for the export of its goods to the country 
to which the contract went. There were 
difficulties, however, in the way. Agri- 
eultural products were difficult to sell. 
were, if not a surplus, more 
available than people seemed able to buy. 


The tendency was, 


—— 
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now possessed by the majority 
of ‘European Governments to. ensure 
that we can direct the avenues of trade 
where we want them to go, and limit 
sources of supply in the manner most 
benefieial to ourselves. That may entail 
the institution in regard to a number of 
products of selling bodies or the enactment 
ot legislation, such as was recently enacted 
in the case of bacon, to regulate exports. 
Such powers will probably have to be 
taken in regard to a number of agri- 
cultural products. 

“In regard to industrial products, 
another type of organisation is required— 
the type of organisation tepresented by a 
commercial traveller whose function is not 
merely to fovea soos abroad, but to 
regulate production at home--so that it’is 
of the type that other countries require. 
That necessitates the establishment of some 
co-ordinating body with the necessary 
international connections.’’ 

Speaking of proposals which have been 
made for the establishment of an Economic 
Council, Mr. Lemass said that the case 
for it was undoubtedly very strong. Such 
4 council, however, would have one defect— 
that was the lapse of time that must 
necessarily take place between the deter- 
mination of a policy and its execution. Un- 
fortunately, time was the essence of the 
whole thing; they could not afford to 
delay. ‘‘ When we have done all that.is 
now necessary,” he said, “I for one will 
be glad to have the co-operation and advice 
of those people in the country best fitted 
to consider the position and help us in 
formulating plans for its improvement.”’ 

In concluding, Mr. Lemass said that 
they must not waste time looking for a 
Utopia. They must face facts as they 
are, and try to find a system which would 
fit those facts and provide an adequate 
standard of life for all the people.

FOLLY OF POLICY 
‘OF ISOLATION. 


REAT Britain's position in relation to 
the Treaty of ‘arno was discussed 
last ‘mght by Mr. Anthony Eden, 
Under ‘Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
who spoke, at Skipton in support of the 
National Conservative candidate, Mr. U. W. 
Rickards. 

Mr. Eden referred to Germany's withdrawal 
from ‘the ‘Disarmament Conference, and said 
that, though we might deplore ber action, 
this was no occasion for alarmist language or 
scare-mongering. The situation could, with 
oat doubt, be redeemed, if we kept our heads

. The arrangemeits. made, he said, are purely 
defensive, and are. supplementary “to the 
Covenant of the League.

Powers. By this Treaty of Mutual Guarantee 


the signatory Powers severally and _ collec- 
tively guaranteed the territorial status quo 
resuiting from the froutier between Germany 
and Belgium and Germany and France, the 
inviolability of those frontiers, and the 
demilitarisation of the Rhineland. 


OBLIGATIONS DEFINED. 


Now. what are our obligations under that 
Treaty’ «l have said that the settlement was 
reached or certain principles directly relevant 
to our commitments under the Covenant of 
the League, and the Treaty was interwoven 
with the machinery of the League. With 
the decisicns to be taken 


| under it must be taken by the Council of the 


League. “The Council 
except it be unanimous. 

Since Great Britain is a permanent member 
of the Council, it is clear, therefore, that no 
decision can be taken without our assent. The 
only exception to this governing condition is 
that in the event of a flagrant violation of the 
undertaking not to.go to war, or of the 
demilitarisation of the Khineland zone by one 
of the parties, we are bound immediately to 
go to the help of the injured party, if we are 
satisfied that the violation constitutes an un. 
act of aggression and that 
immediate action is necessary.

FREE TO DECIDE. 


You will, therefore, ‘observe, that no 
British Government is blindly fettered by 
the Treaty of Locarno, but that it has, by 
Treaty, assumed certain important 
obligations in the interpretation of which it 
las a decisive voice. Under the Locarno 
procedure this country remains free herself 
to decide her intervention in a dispute, and 
cannot be committed to one, save by her own 
judgment. ‘The Treaty of Locarno contains 


| no provision under which any of the parties 


can withdraw from it. 

Some people seem to imagine that, if we 
were furnished with some means of escape 
from what they are pleased to call thé 
‘commitment ‘' of Locarno, we should then 
be less likely to be involved in a European 
war. ‘the very opposite is, of course, the truth. 
Certainly we shall not avoid anothér war by 
saying that in no circumstances shall we go 
to the aid of a Power unjustly attacked. 
Britain is still a great Power, and has the 
responsibilities of a great Power. If we fear 
to discharge those responsibilities we shall 
invite the disaster which will follow. 

The policy of isolation to-day is a policy 
of folly. With the development of air power 
England has ceased to be an island. Even if 
e wotild go back on oúr' word we cannot; 
Dut, of course, there is no question of our 
Going so. 

Referring to the charge that the National 
Government had not been wholehearted in 
the support of disarmament, Mr, Eden said :— 
No delegation at the Disarmament Conference 
has worked harder or more consistently to 
bring about the success of the Conference 


| than that of the United Kingdom, and that 


is a statement which nobody who has been 
present for one day at the Conference could 
deny.

FIVE BOMBS EXPLODE IN 
MADRID.

Five bombs placed by strikers have ¢x- 
ploded simultaneously in various parts of 
the capital.

LIMERICK, Fridays 

At Limerick City District Sessions to-day 
William Gleeson and John Ward were pro- 
secuted for damaging a notice board value 
25s., the property of the Insh Church 
Missions. 

Evidence was given by Sergeant McFaul 
to the effect that the notice board had been 
removed, and when interrogated defendants 
admitted having removed it. 

Mr, Treacy, solicitor for the defandant 
Gleeson, said the notice board had been used 
for propaganda purposes, and contained un- 
warranted attacks on the tenets of the Roman 
Catholic religion and aspersed everything 
that they held sacred. Since this incident 
happened in September the local representa- 
tive of the Irish Church Missions had been 
récalled, but he was guilty of an exceedingly 
rash act in displaying the board. When 
Gleeson asked to have it removed, Mr. Hare, 
the local representative, refused. Mr. 
Treacy asked the Justice to hold that the 
notice on the board was calculated. to lead 
to a breach of the peace. 

Evidence in yg 87 of Mr. Treacy’s state- 
ment was given by Gleeson, who admitted 
having assisted in removing the notice board 
with a crowbar. 

District Justice Flood said that. had the 
man who was responsible for displaying the 
poster been in Limerick, he would require 
him to give evidence of its contents, ‘The 
best of relations existcd between all 
denominations in the city, and the person 
who would be responsible for disturbing these 
relations was doing an injury to his own 
religion and to society. The Free State Con- 
stitution guaranteed freedom of religion to 
everybody, and they were entitled to practise 
it as long as they did not cause a grievance 
to others. As the defendants had pleaded 
guilty and little damage was done, he would 
give them the benefit of the Probation ol 
Offenders Act.

An address of considerable interest was 
given at King's Colleae, London, yester- 
day, by Major-General Sir Hugh Elles on 
the subject of “ The Réle of the Army in 
Imperial Defence and in Training.” For 


three years Sir Hugh Elles was Director 
of Military Training. 

The freedom of communications, he 
said, was the first responsibility of the 
Navy, and that great service still formed 
the indispensable basis of our defence. The 
functioning of the Navy depended upon 
the security of bases, and the de- 
fence of bases was the duty of the Army. 
In certain contingencies, even if they are 
very remote, he added, if you are beaten 
at sea, or if you are beaten in the air, it 
will be all ‘‘ up” with the British Isles. 
You may defer preparation, but you can- 
not dismiss it altogether in the long run. 

A member of the audience asked what 
arrangements had been made to safeguard 
the civilian population, assuming that 1% 
the next great war hostile aeroplanes were 
able to get over undefended towns in this 
island. t believe I am right, he said, tn 
saying that recently the French on the 
frontiers have constructed very large sub- 
terranean positions with anti-gas chambers. 
I should. like to know whether we have 
anything of that kind in this country— 
anything to stop the obnoxious gases? 

General Sir A. Montgomery-M assingberd 
(Chief of the Imperial Gencral Staff), who 
presided, replied that that was not the 
duty of the War Office or the Air 
Ministry; it was the duty of the Home 
Office. As a matter of fact, he said, the 
Home Office have taken the matter up in 
tha last six months, and have appointed 
4 very senior and able officer to go into 
the whole question which they are dealing 
with. But what the details are, even if 
I knew them, it would not be for me to 
disclose here. 

He said that he agreed that the Navy 
is our first line of defence, but added: The 
question is whether the Navy is large 
enough or whether we have not reduced 
it to a very dangerous state?

[In view of the great strength of the German 
team, and the fact that they will enter the 
ring eager and fresh, an Irish victory at 
Ballyhaunis would, perhaps, be surprising ; 
but the tourists will be extended in the 
Ulster Hall, Belfast and then come up 


against our best side in the Theatre Royal on 


Saturday—each a champicn. That should 
provide a regular thriller. 
Among the Germaus are two real “stars,” 


the bantam-weight, Hans. Ziglarski, and the 
heavy-weight, Ramek., the latter of whom 
made his International début here in 1931 
with a victory over Matt Flanagan, and has 
won 32 and drawn four ot his 49 fights. A 
more brilliant record, however, is Ziglarski’s, 
Germany's greatest boxer for ten years. He 
has fought 250 contests and won 226. These 
figures and his Olympik Games record stamp 
him as a boxer of exceptional merit. Indeed. 
all the Germans, without exception, have a 
hist of splendid achievements to their credit:

An unusual point—whether a person who 
has been remanded on bail on any criminal 
charge 1s actually detained by the police—was 
raised in the King’s Bench Division, Belfast. 
to-day, during the hearing of an application 
for a conditional order of certiorari arising 
out of a recent conviction for smuggling cattle 
from the Irish Free State into Northern 
Ireland. 

Mr. Wm. Johnson (instructed by Messrs. 
Fisher and Fisher), who made the application, 
said that he moved on the affidavit of Mr. 
Alexander Fisher, a solicitor, of Newry. 

In his affidavit Mr. Fisher stated that 
Vincent Mackin, Dorsey, had been arrested 
and remanded on a smuggling charge. While 
on remand a summons was issued, in pursu- 
auce of information sworn by Wm. Nesbitt, 
a Customs official, ordering Mackin to appear 
In answer to the charge on which he was 
arrested on August 26, and Mr. Best, who 
appeared for the Customs and Excise, in- 
formed the magistrates that he would with- 
draw the original charge and would proceed 
on foot of the summons. 

Mr. Fisher stated that when the original 
charge was withdrawn he contended that 
Mackin could not be brought before the Court 
on the summons. ‘‘I further pointed out,” it 
was added, ‘‘that the summons was only 
served late on the previous Saturday evening, 
and that I had not had opportunity of fully 
considering the legal position. The chairman 
of the Court, Major J. D. M‘Callum, R.M., 
said that the best thing to do was remand the 
said Vincent Mackin on bail. 

‘I objected, and maintained that, as the 
charge under which my client was arrested 
was witlidrawn, he was free to walk out of 
the Court. The chairman of the Court said 
tf he did he would be very quickly brought 
back. The said Vincent Mackin then 
attempted to leave the court, but was 
arrested and detained in court. | then with- 
drew from the case, and the Court proceeded 
to near the summons and convict the said 
Vincent Mackin of being knowingly concerned 
In an attempted evasion of a duty of Customs 
on seven head of cattle imported from the 
Irish Free State into Northern Ireland.”
